Traffic: Everybody's Business 


S INDIVIDUALS and as a company we earn 
our pay for providing good transportation serv- 
ice, It’s our only “stock in trade.” 

To create that service, we combine the skills of 
an outstanding group of railroaders with the finest 
equipment available anywhere. But none of this 
means anything unless we have something to haul! 

Traffic is what keeps us rolling. When we have 
plenty of it, lots of wheels turn; when we don’t, fewer 
wheels turn. It’s as simple as that. 

The big job of securing business for SP belongs 
to our traffic representatives. They deal directly with 
the railroad’s present and potential customers, and 
they are constantly alert for opportunities to locate 
new industries along our lines.

Their success concerns us directly; the traffic they 
bring in is what pays our wages. Any help we can 
give them in the form of useful traffic information will 
inevitably benefit us.

Nelsen heads a staff of instruc- 
tors who will be traveling with the 
trailers. Nearly all of these men 
began their SP careers in railroad 
jobs similar to those held by the 
employes they will be teaching.

In addition to the training 
aboard the trailers, employes with 
TOPS-connected jobs will receive 
further instruction just before cut- 
over time, using input/output 
units to make actual entries into 
the central computer in San Fran- 
cisco and receiving appropriate re- 
sponses. (The computer is pro- 
grammed to accept data during 
these training sessions and go 
through its regular procedures 
without adding the training data 
to its files.) This final “on-the-job” 
training will be conducted by 
members of the TOPS installation 
team. 

“How well TOPS functions will 
depend entirely on the teamwork 
and accuracy of the SP people con- 
nected with it,” says R. H. Brad- 
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ley, manager of TOPS. “The sys- 
tem can only be as good as the ef- 
fort they put into it. This is why 
we place so much emphasis on the 
instruction program. We want to 


give employes an opportunity ‘to 2 


know their jobs thoroughly and 
to understand how important they 
are to the entire project.” 


Despite 4th Quarter Upturn: 


Traffic Volume Down for 1967 


Southern Pacific experienced an 
upturn in earnings during the 
fourth quarter of 1967, it was re- 
ported by Chairman D. J, Russell 
and President B. F. Biaggini. 

For the year, however, SP had 
net income of $90,331,659 or $3.33 
per share as compared to $102,- 
372, 379 or $3.77 per share in 1966. 
Excluding federal income tax de- 
ductions resulting from acceler- 
ated depreciation, net income was 
$73,342,564 or $2.70 per share, 
compared with $89,719,185 or 
$3.31 per share in the preceding 
year. 

Rail operating revenues de- 
clined from $930,530,992 in 1966 
to $909,297,574 in 1967, Mr. Biag- 
gini said; The drop, he added, was 
the result of declines in traffic vol- 
ume in commodities which make 
up a major part of SP’s business: 
including lumber and plywood, 
down due to smaller production; 
agricultural products, hurt by the 
wet weather and spring; copper 
production, and the manufacture 
of automobiles hit by strikes. 

Expenses rose throughout the 
year as the cost of labor and ma- 
terials increased sharply. A modest 
freight rate increase was placed in 
effect during the latter part of the 
year, but it had little effect in cov- 
ering increases in costs in 1967, 
and will be totally inadequate to 
combat the cost-push inflationary 
pressures in sight for 1968, Mr. 
Biaggini added. 

Non-rail income from trucking, 
pipeline, and other operations, and 
from interest, property rentals and 
sales was $57.3 million, before in- 
come taxes, in 1967, compared 
with $61.5 million for 1966, Al- 


though income from these sources 
was less than in 1966 chiefly be- 
cause of smaller real estate sales, 
it was greater than in any year 
prior to 1966. 

During 1967, Southern Pacific 
invested $156 million in capital 
improvements. While 1968 orders 
are not yet complete, the Com- 
pany already has on order and is 
awaiting delivery of 904 freight 
cars costing about $15.7 million 
and 99 diesel locomotives costing 
about $27 million, the President 
said. 

Also on order are 15 double deck 
commuter coaches for SP’s San 
Francisco Peninsula commute fleet 
which will be delivered this fall.

400 More Mechanical 
Reefer Cars for PFE 


Pacific Fruit Express announced 
this month it is acquiring 400 new 
rail cars, expanding its fleet of 
multi-purpose mechanical refrig- 
erator cars to 9,600. All of the 
new cars — being built by Pacific 
Car & Foundry Co., Renton, 
Washington — are scheduled to 
be in service by the end of May. 

According to L. D, Schley, vice 
president and general manager of 
PFE, the new cars have over 4,000 
cubic feet of loading space and 
can accommodate up to 70 tons of 
payload. They have 9-foot door 
openings to facilitate fork lift 
loading and interior load dividers 
to lock loads in place — a damage 
prevention feature. 

The temperature inside these 
new cars can be kept at any point 
from below zero to plus 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit.

Two men 
head for this site in snowcat, which 
breaks down, They walk last three 
miles to summit and find snow so deep 
that vents of microwave building are 
covered and frozen over, Accumulated 
heat inside building has caused auto- 
matic equipment to shut off generator, 
The men restore everything to normal 
and remain at Pinal site . .. Twoother 
men attempt to reach and repair dis- 
abled snowcat, Their car is trapped by 
heavy drifts, and they are forced to 
spend the night in it, Two-way radio 
in car makes it possible for them to 
keep in touch with other SP forces. 


December 16: Roads cleared sufficient- 
ly to permit men in trapped car to re- 
turn to Globe, Ariz. 


December 19: Two men at Pinal Peak 
site report trouble with emergency gen- 
erator. For the next 15 hours, micro- 
wave equipment operates on batteries, 
while they work furiously to dismantle 
the unit, replace the defective parts, 
and reassemble it. Replacement parts 
are brought to the site by Army heli- 
copter. 


December 22: Helicopter removes men 
who had remained so long in the micro- 
wave buildings on top of Pinal Peak 
and Mt. Lemmon and returns them to 
Tucson. Other employes land on top of 
Heliograph Peak in helicopter and 
find that heavy snow has blocked vents 
in the microwave building there as it 
had on Pinal Peak. (A similar situa- 
tion occurred at Lookout Hill, a Com- 
pany microwave site near Lordsburg, 
N.M.) They restore conditions to nor- 
mal and return to Tucson, 

Commercial power continued to 
go on and off for the next three 
days, but our emergency genera- 
tors were able to function when- 
ever needed. Conditions gradually 
returned to normal. Despite the se- 
verity of the storm, there were no 
injuries and only minor damage 
to our microwave facilities. 

“In this crisis, there were no de- 
partmental lines,” Albertson said. 
“Everyone pulled together to get 
the job done. That kind of team- 
work is one of the factors that 
makes our Company great.” 


Our present microwave system 
extends from Portland to El Paso 
and over the Sierra into Nevada. 
A 760-mile extension to Houston 
to be built this year will give us a 
total of 3,415 miles of microwave.*
